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Preview of Hot City Election on Sept. 18 
As Council Struggles With Overpass Issue

Temperatures in Greenbelt 
during the “dog days” of Au¬ 
gust will probably be the hot¬ 
test in the Washington area. A 
unique combination of weather 
and a sizzling upcoming city 
council election is expected to 
contribute to the record-break¬ 
ing highs. 

City Manager James K. Giese, 
the first to feel the effect, told 
council on July 30, “You tossed 
me a hot potato” on the over¬ 
pass. On July 9, council directed 
the staff to draw up a citizens 
advisory question or questions 
on the issue. 

“I tried to write something that 
was not biased/' he explained, “and 
first came up with a question two 
typewritten pages long. It is diffi- 
cult to put a question on the ballot 
that is short and has adequate de¬ 
scription/’ 

Council members thought Giese’s 
final draft was well prepared and, 
with some refinements, Mayor 
Richard Pilski and Councilmen 
Richard Castaldi and Thomas 
White were ready to ask the elec¬ 
torate to vote “Yes" or “No" on: 

“Should the city continue to pro¬ 
ceed to acquire by condemnation 
an easement through private prop¬ 
erty located in Greenbriar Condo¬ 
minium’s Phase I, in order topro- 
vide access for a pedestrian-bicycle 
overpass across the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway at the loca¬ 
tion near the end of Garden way 
selected by the majority of the city 
council and approved by the Fed¬ 
eral government?" 

Original Decision 

(In May 1978, after many months 
of hearings on the overpass alter¬ 
native 1 oc a t i o n s, Gouncilmen 
Charles Schwan, Gil Weidenfeld 
and White voted for the Garden¬ 
way “preferred route." They con¬ 
sidered it the best in terms of di¬ 
rect route, actual use, public safe¬ 
ty, lower cost and optimal topog¬ 
raphy. Opposed were Pilski and 
Castaldi who supported the Man- 
dan Road location, running from 
Hamilton Place east to Mandan 
Road between Greenbriar Phase II 


and III. They were against using 
.09945 of an acre of private land, 
most of which is an 8-foot path in 
’the median of the parking lot be¬ 
tween 7716 and 7718 Hanover Park¬ 
way in Phase I. Generally speak¬ 
ing, Phase I residents opposed the 
Garden way site; Phase II opposed 
the Mandan location.) 

Wants Choice 

Reiterating their support for the 
Gardenway location, Schwan and 
Weidenfeld had no quarrel with the 
question drafted but thought the 
alternative of the Mandan Road 
overpass should be included to give 
council maximum guidance. This 
would be responsive, they said, to 
Greenbriar Phase I owners’ request 
for an advisory question that would 
include alternatives. 

“Suppose we get a ‘No’ answer 
on the question,” said Schwan, add¬ 
ing . we would be in no posi¬ 
tion to get an overpass ... If we’re 
going to ask for advice, it ought to 
be meaningful." 

Weidenfeld was concerned that 
“it could appear to many people 
that they would be voting for or 
against an overpass . . . this would 
be their only choice ... I’d like to 
see people have a choice ... to see 
whether the position of the city 
council is largely supported." He 
offered a second part to the ques¬ 
tion: 

“Should the city support a pedes¬ 
trian-bicycle overpass across the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway at 
the location near the end of Man¬ 
dan Road in Greenbriar?" 

Weidenf eld’s, amendment was 
supported only by Schwan. All 
members of council then voted 
unanimously for the original ques¬ 
tion, with Schwan reserving the 
right to change his mind after 
studying the matter. “I'm con¬ 
cerned about a negative vote on 
the question/’ he said. 

Mandan Road overpass support¬ 
ers Pilski and Castaldi said they 
were against the amendment in¬ 
cluding the Mandan location, be¬ 
cause the majority of council sup¬ 
ported the Gardenway site. 

Pilski said, “Council listened to 
a lot of testimony and attended 
hearings ... I didn’t support Gar¬ 
denway then and I don’t now . . . 1 


still support Mandan." 

Castaldi also felt there was no 
need for the amendment. “Coun¬ 
cil has taken a position which the 
majority support," he said, “this 
tells the story pretty much . . 

Confusing 

White, a Gardenway supporter, 
thought the two questions would 
be confusing because of the various 
“combinations and permutations" 
that could result. He also believed 
that placing the Mandan location 
on the ballot would be “raising 
false hopes to a group of citizens" 
because the Federal government re¬ 
jected the Mandan location and fa¬ 
vored a Gardenway overpass. He 
noted that he might have been per¬ 
suaded if the government thought 
the Mandan site had merit, “to get 
an overpass in a timely fashion." 

William Ayers, president of 
Phase I, speaking as an individual, 
countered, the Federal High¬ 
way Administration said “Gar¬ 
denway was the only one, but if 
the electorate votes for Mandan, 
we will have additional ammuni¬ 
tion and will use our persuasive 
powers just as the citizens did when 
they went to Congresswoman Spell-

Christacos-City Agree On Sidewalks, 
Parking Waiver In Center Rezoning

In its consideration of a re¬ 
zoning petition for the center 
mall by owners, George and 
Lisa Christacos, council has 
been concerned about sidewalk 
upkeep and parking facilities. 
At a special council meeting 
July 30, council authorized Ma¬ 
yor Richard Pilski to execute 
an agreement about parking and 
sidewalks thus moving closer 
to the solution of the “oldest 
problem” city solicitor Emmett 
Nanna could recall during his 
twelve years of service to the 
City. 

At an earlier council meeting on 
July 16, City Manager James Giese 
informed council of the progress of 
the rezoning applications which 
would rezone the shopping center 
to C-S-C (Commercial Shopping 
Center) from R-P-C (Rural 
Planned Community). On June 29, 
the Zoning Hearing Examiner rec¬ 
ommended approval on the condi¬ 
tion that the city and property own¬ 
ers establish a continuing agree¬ 
ment to assure the required off- 
street parking. The recommenda¬ 
tion was sent to the District Coun¬ 
cil for action. 

In his agenda notes, Giese ex¬ 


plained, “While I believe that the 
decision is intended to be helpful 
to the city, I do have some con¬ 
cerns about how it may be worked 
out in detail." Thomas Gentile, 
Christacos’ attorney, felt it was 
better to get the property rezoned 
unconditionally. To do this an 
agreement on parking facilities and 
a sidewalk easement was drawn up 
by the attorney and city staff. A 
request for an oral presentation 
before the District Council has been 
filed. The request will be made 
that the condition of a parking 
agreement be removed on the 
groimds that the agreement has 
already been made. 

The question of sidewalks has 
long been connected with city ap¬ 
proval of the rezoning petitions 
and parking waivers. Council is 
concerned that the sidewalks be 
kept in better repair. To do this, 
council had suggested that they be 
dedicated by Christacos to the city. 
However, Christacos cannot get ap¬ 
proval for mandatory dedication so 
he has offered the city an ease¬ 
ment. One advantage of an ease¬ 
ment, Giese explained, was that it 
could he removed more easily if 
there was ever a need in case of 
major remodeling of the center. 
Christacos has agreed that the side¬ 
walks will be improved and he will 


pay for the improvement through 
a special assessment not to exceed 
$25,850. 

In return for the easement, the 
city will allow Christacos to use 
340 parking spaces in the center. 
Nanna pointed out that the spaces, 
which Christacos is already using, 
will not be used exclusively by him. 
The city will still be responsible 
for the upkeep of the parking lot 
and sidewalks after they are 
brought up to standard. One ma¬ 
jor stumbling block is the shortage 
of parking spaces available to meet 
county requirements. These re¬ 
quirements are for 915 parking 
spaces for all the center usages in¬ 
cluding Christacos. There are 356 
spaces. As part of the agreement, 
the city will support Christacos’ 
position for rezoning and any ne¬ 
cessary parking waivers up to 340. 

Councilman Richard Castaldi was 
concerned that the agreement gave 
the owner carte blanche. Council¬ 
man Thomas White also felt that 
“this agreement binds the city to 
support future uses. I don’t like 
the blank check," he said. Nanna 
stated that much of the agreement 
came from the requests of Park 
and Planning. However, council 
did delete the words “of the exist-

In the August 2 issue of the News 
Review, Eunice Coxon indicates 
that more than half the members 
of Greenbelt Homes have chosen 
not to sign the subordination 
amendment to the Mutual Owner¬ 
ship Contract. It is true that as 
of the date this issue of the News 
Review goes to press, 818 members 
have neither signed the amend¬ 
ment nor a new contract which 
contains such a subordination. 
Those *818 are 16 more than half 
the members of GHI. However, 
neither Mrs. Coxon nor I know 
how many of those have “chosen” 
not to sign and how many are just 
lackadaisical, have lost their copy 
of the amendment, or just think 
that things will turn out all right 
and we will have the rehab pro¬ 
gram whether they sign or not. 
How many have consciously cho¬ 
sen, after getting legal advice we 
do not know. I do know that some 
have signed after receiving such 
advice and some have not. 

I am shocked, however, that Mrs. 
Coxon would criticize the News 
Review for giving an editorial opin¬ 
ion on an issue of great interest 
to its readers. I am not surprised 
that she should disagree with the 
position taken editorially, but I am 
surprised that she should object *o 
th ®. Pushing of any editorial 
which reflects the position of the 
board of the paper.

man (to get funds for an over¬ 
pass . . .)” He favored a question 
that included both the Gardenway 
and Mandan locations to “bury the 
issue once and for all.” 

White suggested there might be 
another way of getting public in 
put without having the question 
placed on the ballot.

Delay 

It could take a year before the 
city’s condemnation case is brought 
before a judge and jury. Proceed¬ 
ings were filed in February 1979. 
Weidenfeld said he was hopeful 
that, by including the Mandan 
route in the question, Phase I own¬ 
ers will be willing to reach an ac¬ 
commodation with the city if the 
voters choose the Gardenway lo¬ 
cation. 

At previous meetings, Phase I 
Board members indicated that, if 
their requests for an advisory ques¬ 
tion were met, they would work for 
such an accommodation to avoid 
the expense of a long drawn out 
court battle.

however, that parking requirements 
of the existing use do not exceed 
340 spaces in the aggregate,” This 
made the agreement more accept¬ 
able and council passed a motion 
to support it 

At the July 16 council meeting, 
many individuals felt parking fa¬ 
cilities in the center were adequate 
for the present usage. Citizen Ed 
James echoed the thoughts of many 
saying that a high percentage of

Metro Rail System 
To Be Completed 

The Metro Board on Thursday, 
July 12, unanimously adopted a 
construction and funding program 
for completion of the 101-mile re¬ 
gional Metro rapid rail transit 
system. 

Key to the program is enact¬ 
ment of a bill pending in the House 
of Representatives which author¬ 
izes $1.7 billion for the completion 
of the system. A vote on the House 
floor passed Monday, July 16, The 
resolution now goes to the local 
governments for review and enact¬ 
ment of funding plans covering the 
first two years of construction. 

The funding and construction 
program calls for completion of the 
last 40 miles of the system in the 
next nine years. The schedule pro¬ 
vides for the completion of the 
green/yellow line to Greenbelt in 
early 1990.

Motorcyclists Need Goggles 

The Motor Vehicle Administra¬ 
tion today notified all law enforce¬ 
ment officers that the Maryland 
vehicle laws still require motor¬ 
cyclists to wear protective eye de¬ 
vices approved by the Administra¬ 
tor. 

“Even though the helmet require¬ 
ment was repealed by the legisla¬ 
ture with regard to adult cyclists, 


the eye protective device is still 
required unless the motorcycle is 
equipped with a windscreen,” Mo¬ 
tor Vehicle Administrator William 
T.S. Bricker said. 

Bricker noted that minors who 
operate or ride on motorcycles 
must still wear helmets. Since the 
new law went into effect July 1, 
ten motorcyclists have died as a 
result of accidents; seven without 
helmets.
